Don't swim on a full stomach. "Wait

Don't swim if overheated. 
Don't dive without accurate knowl- 
dge of the depth of water. 
Don't struggle if caught in a swift 


current or undertow; the force of the 
current will bring you to the surface, 


Don's wade 
Into the water' with 


arms above the head. Tou will not 
be_prei>ared to stroke Jf you step into 
a deep hole. 


Don't lean backward when wading 


into water. Always be ready to fall 
forward.. 


Don't struggle 
to swim 
if

swallow water. Clear the windpipe of 
water first. 


Don't go swimming alone out of 


reach of shore,- raft, boat or one or 
more good swimmers. 


Don't cry for help in fun. "You may 


sometime need help and not get it.
